Albany, N. Y., February 9 — 
Rioting, more serious than any pre- 
viously reported, occurred here late 
today in connection with the street 
railway strike of the Union Trac- 
tion company’s 1,200 employees in 
Troy, Albany and surrounding 
cities. 

State troops twice found it neces- 
sary to make use of their firearms 
to quell disturbances in which non- 
repairing broken 
trolley wires were showered with 
stones and bricks from housetops. 

Orders by Chief of Police Goerold, 
of Troy, to his men to “shoot to 
kill” and the stoning of a car were 
reported in Troy, where there was 
some improvement over yesterday 
in the rioting conditions there. 

Serious Outlook. 

In Albany for a time late this 
afternoon it seemed that the disor- 
ders would get out of control of 
the state and city police. 

Use of clubs and firearms was 
resorted to before order was finally 
established. Scores of persons were 
slightly injured as the police 
brought their batons into play, and 
half a dozen strikebreakers were 
hurt by flying stones. 

Wires Torn Down. 

No attempt was made to operate 
cars in this city today, because 
wires for many blocks north and 
south of the company’s barns had 
been torn down by strike sympa- 
thizers yesterday and last night. 

The disorders ended when the 
non-union workers were escorted’ to 
the barns. 

The trouble in Troy occurred at 
midday. The only car operated by 
the company today was stalled by 
cut wires. The car was stoned as 
soon as it was brought to a stop. 
and a mounted patrolman was in- 
jured on the head by a stone.

With a portion of the London 
press given to a tone of criticism, 
the foreign office has issued a com- 
munique denying responsibilty for 
the opinions expressed by the quoted 
official. The fact.that the state- 
mem was made, however, is not de- 
nied. 

The communique follows: 

Foreign Office Statement. 

“The statement on Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations quoted in the English 
press as appearing in the American 
Press was made without the author- 
ity or knowledge of the foreign of- 
fice, and does not, in any way, rep- 
resent the views of the foreign of- 
fice upon the present or future state 
of relations between the two coun- 
tries. |On the contrary, the for- 
eign office is confident that any 
questions arising between Great 
Britain and the United States can 
well be settled without difficulty, 
whether with the existing or the 
succeeding administrations.”

“It ig the opinion of this commit- 
tee,” the report continued, “that the 
United States should have under its 
control a sufficient force to protect 
and preserve both its materia] pos- 
sessions, the policies it has estab- 
lished, the lives and rights of its 
citizens and the Principles upon 
which its government is founded. 

No Suspension. 

“For these reasons we are of the 
Opinion that there should be no sus- 
pension of the present bullding pro- 
gram of the navy, which, as at pres- 
ent laid out, is, at the most, only 
designed to place us on a footing of 
equality with any other power upon 
the sea.” 

The report expressed approval and 
indorsement of the navy general 
board’s summary of the ‘situation 
leading to the conclusion that the 
capital ship remains the strongest 
naval unit. It recommended, how- 
ever, scientific study and develop- 
ment of the submarine, aircraft and 
high explosives.

Miss Katherine mcCullock led the 
discussion at the morning session, 
which hinged on social hygiene. 

The Afternoon Session. 

Mrs. James Paige, of Minneapolis, 
presided when the question “How 
can the League of Women Voters 
be made more effective”’ was dis- 
cussed. 

The answers came in the form of 
a symposium, as follows: 

(a) Through Loca) Organization— 
Miss Gertrude Well, Goldsboro, N.C.

Gellhorn, St. Louis, Mo. 

(b) Through Publicity—Mrs. Pat- 
tie Ruffner Jacobs, Birmingham, 
Ala.

(c) Through Legislation, City, 
State and National—Miss Mary Mc- 
Dowell, Chicago, I), Discussion 
opened by Miss Adele Clark, Rich- 
mond, Va. 

Others participating in the dis- 
cussions were Mrs. McCulloch, of 
Chicago, and Mrs. Ottley. 


The Evening Session. 


The feature of the evening ses- 
sion was the address made by Mrs. 
Maud Wood Park, national chair- 
man, Her subject “Co-operation,” 
she said in part: 

“The League of Women Voters, 

covering, as it proposes to cover, a 
vast untouched territory, desires 
above all things nat to duplicate 
or complicate the efforts of organ- 
in the: field. In 
the work for several of its bills it 
has found it expedient to join forces 
with sometimes as many as fourteen 
or fifteen other organizations in a 
legislative campaign. 
#°At the convention of the league 
im, Chicago last February> co-oper- 
ation with existing organizations 
was urged and it was further re- 
solved that “a legislative committee 
> created, with headquarters in 
Washington;:—that the committee 
be made up of a representative of 
each of the great national ofgan- 
izations of women.” 

“At the invitation of the chairman 
of the board of the National League 
of Women Voters, therefore, repre- 
sentatives .of * these organizations 
met at the offices of the league in 
Washington on Monday, November 
“2, to effect a working program. 

“Eleven organizations have now 
joined the joint committee. They 
are National Consumers’ League, 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Un- 
ion, American Home Economics As- 
sociation, National Women’s Trade 
Union League, National Congress of 
Mothers and Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciations, General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, Association of Col- 
legiate Alumnae, Federatign of Bus- 
iness and Professional Women, Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women, 
National Mederation of College 
Women. 

“This joint congressional commit. 
tee, as it has christened itself, rep- 
resents upward of ten million wom- 
en. It is doubtful if any such body 
of citizens has ever made jtself ar- 
tidulate., 


Members of Congress. 


“The members of congress are 
apt to forget that good government 
is desired. They hear so much 
trom the self-seeking rather than 
the average citizen. It is for this 
committee to bring to the attention 
of members of congress the opin- 
ions of the average citizen who de- 
sires good government. 

One of the problems was to poo) 
the sesources and purposes of the 
organizations represented without 
involving the name of any organi- 
zation in the support of any meas- 
ure it had not officially approved. 
In co-Operative work among na- 
tional federations made up of many 
local areure it has always been a 
difficult problem to secure action 
on the part cf the joint representa- 
tives with the delay of referring 
each question back to the compo- 
nent organizations, some of whieh 
meet once a year only. In this 
case, fortunately, each orgnniza- 
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tion represented had already formal- 
ly indorsed a number of national 
bills pending in congress, and a 
census of the meeting disclosed the 
extent of the similarity in the legis- 
lative programs. 

“In oder to permit all organiza- 
tions to participate to the limits of 
their field or specific commitments, 
and to eliminate all chance for any 
organization to be involved in back- 
ing a bil) or a principle outside of 
its scope or contrary to its ex- 
pressed opinion, the committee di- 
vided itself into subcommittees on 
each bill or legislative principle, 
with the representatives of organi- 
zations committed to special legis- 
lation automatically members of all 
sutbcommittees on subjects included 
in their programs. 
- “The composite legislative pro- 
gram covered some twenty meéas- 
ures, all mainly designated to better 
the lot of women and children, and 
in some instances including im- 
proved living and working condi- 
tions for men. The bill most gen- 
erally indorsed by the organiza- 
tions is the Sheppard-Towner bill 
for the protection of maternity and 
infancy through federal co-operation 
with the states. Besides the formal 
packing of some 10,000,000 women, 
this bill undoubtedly has the moral 
support of the women of the coun- 
try, and there are few men who 
would oppose its aims. Because of 
its very general backing, the sub- 
committees decided to push for its 
passage during the short session. 


The Smith-Towner Bill. 


“The Smith-Towner bill to create 
a federal department of education 
and provide for federal co-operation 
with the states in the removal of 
illiteracy for Americanzation, for 
equalizing educational oportunities, 
for physical education, Including 
health education and sanitation. and 
for preparation of teachers, was ac- 
tively supported by seven organiza- 
tions, representing upwards of 
7,000,000 women. 

“The Fess amendment to. the 
Smith-Hughes bill to promote voca- 
tional education and -increase ex- 
penditures for home economic educa- 
tion, was definitely backed by six 
organizations. This is a b‘:) of Spe- 
cilal importance, both 
makers and bread-winners. 


“Other bills supported by some of: 


the organization® were the Gronna 
(Kenvon-Hendricks) bill to regu- 
late the packers; the Curtis-Gard 
child labor. bill for the District of 
Columbia: the Fess physical educa- 
tion bill, hich was approved by 
three roganizations, provided the 
sections duplicating the work of 
the children’s bureau were elim- 
nated, 

“The women will endeavor to mar- 
shal their facts in such a manner as 
to convince congressmen of the jus- 
tice of their claims and so secure the 
passage of their measures onthe 
sound basis of actual conviction on 
the part of congressmen, hacked by 
a clear demand on the part of their 
constituents. 


Unification of Laws. 


The unification of laws was the 
subject ably handled by Miss 
Katherine _.Waugh McCullock, a 
practicing lawyer of Chicago. She 
said that civil service laws were 
necessary in every progressive 
municipality, where efficiency and 
merit were the ve sought for, 
rather than political preferment. 

In this relation, she claimed that 
where civil service’ laws were 
strictly enforced there was no dis- 
crimination against women. She 
mentioned that in the past veterans 
of thé civil war were given the 
preference in many municipalities 
instead of the men better qualified 
to carry on the work satisfactorily. 

Similar action had been carried 
out in the matter of Spanish war 
veterans, and now comes the-four 
million young men who were in the 
European war, and who are now 
the veterans of that war, she said. 

The fact that patriotism gives 
them preference over other appli- 
cants for certain positions discrim- 
inates against women who did not 
have the opportunity to render war 
service to their country, but who, 
nevertheless, are applicants for 
possibly the same positions, she 
said. 

. She quoted an incident, an ex- 
amination which was required for 
the internship in a certain well- 
known city hospital. While there 
were many applicants, the man who 
received 86 per cent in the required 
examination stood no chance for

BRITISH PROPOSALS 


Geddes Not to Place Mat- 
ter Before Wilson, But 
Will Await Inaugu- 
ration. oe 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February §.—Sir 
Auckland Geddes, British ambassa- 
dor to the United States, who is re- 
turning to Waghington with full 
powers to press forward definite 
proposals for a world disarmament 
conference, will not lay the British 
proposals before President Wilson 
and Secretary Colby, but defer the 
proposition until after the inaugura- 
tion of. President Harding. That 
statement was definitely made here 
today. 

While the plans of the incoming 
president with respect to disarma- 
ment are not fully known, it is the 
understanding that his first step 
will be to request Elihu Root to go 
to Europe for the purpose of dis- 
cussing armament with the princi- 
pal powers and also to sound that 
with reference to the formation of 
an association of nations so consti- 
tuted as to permit the affiliation of 
the United States. Whether Mr. 
Root would be asked to undertake 
this mission alone or as the head of 
a commission has not yet appeared, 
possibly, however, at the head of a 
commission. 

Preliminary Steps. 
This step, it is understood, would 
be preliminary to the calling of a 
world conference on disarmament 
and means for the preservation of a 
permanent peace by President Har- 
ding. There is some uncertainty 


over Mr. Harding’s attitude, in view 
of his expressed desire for an Amer- 
ican fleet second to none. 
The first move on the program of 
an eXtra session, which the new 
president will call, will be the reso- 
lution of Senator Knox for a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany and Aus- 
tria. Whether this resolution, when 
again presented, will contain the 
provision for a guarantee to France 
against German aggression,is bein 
discussed by senators, 
Opinion Divided. 
Opinion is divided, with a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of some 
of the most pronounced treaty irre- 
concilables to question the wisdom 
oftaking any action, that could be 
construed as committing the United 
States to an alliance. This attitude 
does not appear to be the Outgrowth 
of isolation sentiment,devéloped dur- 
ing the treaty battle, but to more 
recent influences. Evidence lately 
produced on the policy. of the princi- 
pal allied powers to.mandates over 
former German territofy seems to 
have made a deep impression on 
senators, ,

to place a sales tax on the backs 
and bellies of the American people,” 
Mr. Good replied, "would go down 
to a humiliating defeat because the 
people of the United States would 
not stand for it.” 

Withdrawal of Liquor, 

Mr. Good said the higher tax of 
$6.40 a gallon should be imposed on 
withdrawal of liquors from bonded 
warehouses—liquors taken out for 
medicinal and used for beverage 
pargones. By lifting the tax from 
2.20, he figured, the treasury reve- 
nue would be increased from $50,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000,000. By de- 
manding the same tax on the tobacco 
industry that Great Britain collects, 
he said, treasury receipts from this 
commodity would jump from $300.- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 a year. He 
also advocated a higher tax on pas-- 
senger-carrying automobiles, figur- 
ing on a revenue from this source 
of about $200,000,000, half of which 
should go, he thought, to the roads 
being used almost exclusively by 
such vehicles.

A peculiar angle to the alleged 
lynching is expected to be brought 
out by the grand jury in the con- 
tention by some parties that the 
negro died of the wounds suffered 
at the hands of the officers before 
being: swung up by members of tne 
mob, - 

Among the witnesses summoned 
to appear before the grand jury is 
Governor Parker, who issued a 
statement denouncing the lynching 
of the negro. The governor appear- 
ed before the jury for a short hear- 
ing late this afternoon. What he 
told the jurors is unknown, but 
is believed to have reiterated 
his former statements that he want- 
ed lynching’ stopped and quicker 
action taken by Brand juries and 
judges. 

Werner was charged with wound- 
ing Numa Tircuit, a young planter 
of Iberville parish, about a week 
ago. Tircuit is reported in a serious 
condition with “little hope of recov- 
ery. The negro tried to escape, but 
was taken from a train by a mob 
of Port Allen, La., and hanged to a 
telegraph pole, after he had been 
shot by a deputy sheriff while re- 
sisting arrest. fis now alleged by 
certain .parties: that he died of his 
rn beforé being hanged by the 
mob.

France’s regular force Is 732,000, 
consisting of French and colonial 
troops, and in addition it had 1,500,- 
000 men enrolled in the reserves.

627,000 men. 

Japan’s military forces, according 
to the secretary's figures, compris- 
es 1,918,000 men, including a reg- 
ular army of 273,000. 

Great Britain’s army of white 
troops totals 295,000, the report 
said, with 130,000 additional native 
jand colonia} troops, plus 233,000 
men in the territorial armies.

certified as unable to earn a liv- 
ing because of disease or physical 
defects, 9,799 were admitted by im- 
migration officials. The figures, 
as presented, also showed that out 
of 112 persons certified as having 


mental defects, ¢ifty were admitted, 


and that out of 536 persons classed 
as having loathsome or contagious 
diseases, 167 were allowed to land. 

Surgeon General Cumming, who 
presented the figures, said such 
admissions had had a “bad effect” 
on the morale of the public health 
service. 

The committee, obviously impress- 
ed by the surgeon general's tes- 
timony, at the close of its session 
sent a telegraphic request to Dr. J. 
W. Keer, public health official at 
Ellis Island, to appear before it. 

Dr. Cumming said he knew of no 
provision of law which would per- 
mit the landing of persons affect- 
ed with “dangerous or loathsome 
diseases,” and that the public health 
service was not authorized to follow 
up cases which it had certified as 
inadmissible but which had been 
admitted. ; 

Replying to a question from 
Chairman Johnson, Dr. Cumming 
said Health Commissioner Copeland, 
of New York city, had suggested 
that Camp Dix be acquired as a de- 
tention camp for delousing immi- 
grants.

WAR INTERVIEW 
WAS UNOFFICIAL.

Washington, February 9.—Ameri- 
can officials are keenly interested 
in developments arising out of the 
conference of a British official with 
American newspaper correspondents 
in London, during which it was stat- 
ed -*Anglo-American relations are 
strained, and reference was made to 
the possibility of war. 

But they are refraining from com- 
ment, with the intent of seeking: to 
minimize the incidenet. Diplomacy 
dictates that they give no cogni- 
zance to what has been interpreted 
as a calculated effort to\spread the 
impression that relations between 
the two countries are strained to 
such a point as to cause disquietude. 
The obvious way for American 
spokesmen to smooth ruffled waters 
is to take the ground that they have 
no knowledge of tension, and this 
is what they are studiously doing. 

When Secretary of State Colby 
was shown the statement of the 
British foreign office repudiating 
responsibility for what was said 
at the conference, he said: 

Not Surprised. 

‘T am not surprised at the dis- 
claimer.” 

Further than this, 
not comment. . 

The British statement, denying 
responsibility, but mot denying that 
the remarks were made, apparently 
will make a closed incident of the 
matter, so far as the American state 
department is concerned. Reports 
on the matter will undoubtedly be 
received from diplomatic agents in 
London—especially since sir Auck- 
land Geddes and Ambassador Davis 
have been in conference—but it is

The reports to which the British 
foreign office now gives tormal de- 
nial were not carried by the Asso- 
ciated Press.

BUREAUS SCORED 
BY LEGION READS 


Say Committees Were 
Packed With Govern-; 
ment Employees — Hos- 
pital System Attacked. 


Washington, February 9.—After 
listening to criticism of the govern- 
ment bureaus dealing with war vet- 
erans the executive committee of 
the American Legion today conclud- 
ed a three-day meeting here by go- 
ing to the capitol, where they in- 


terviewed members of congress con- 
oe legislation favored by the 
egion. 

’. W. Galbraith, national com- 
mander, reported after the visit to 
the legislative body that he had 
been assured by Senator Penrose, 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
finance committee, that the house 
bill would be reported out of com- 
mittee and in all likelihood would 
be passed at this session. Members 
of the legion committee also ex- 
pressed belief that all measures for 
the relief of disabled veterans would 
be enacted, includin an increase 
fro6m $33,000,000 to $45,000,000 for 
the maintenance of hospitals pro- 
vided for in the sundry civil bill. 


Criticism of Bureaus. 


The criticism of government bu-. 
reaus, launched by Abel Davis, of 
Chicago, chairman of the legions’ 
hospitalization committee, followed 
a committee report urging the con- 
soOlidation of the war risk insurance 
bureau, the vocational education 
board and a part of the public 
health service. He .declared that 
the chiefs of these agencies at pres- 
ent do not work together, adding 
that they resented the activities of 
the legion in attempting to obtain 
relief for disabled veterans and had 
“packed” committees of the legion 
with employees of the bureaus, who 
were legion members, in efforts to 
+9 phes the work of the commit- 
ees. 

As a result of his charges, the 
olution recommending to state or- 
ganizations that no bureau em- 
ployees be appointed to legion com- 
mittees., 

Disabled: men are being kept in 
Private and state hospitals that are 
“indescribably filthy and where 
conditions are terrible,” Mr. Davis 
told the committee. All hospitals 
are crowded, he said, and men often 
are taken in by private and state 
hospitals because they are disabled 
service men, and often are forced 
to sleep on cots In hallways or in 
crowded wards. 


Separate Agencies. 

The men are handled by three sep- 
arate agencies and often suffer, he 
said, by the resulting delay. The 
Public health service investigates 
their cases and puts them in hos- 
pitals, another agency handles the 
matter of their compensation and 
still another their training. Often 
they go to former soldiers’ homes, 
converted into hospitals, where the 
“ancient rules that governed old 
soldiers” makes a fourth agency to 
deal with the men. 

No action can be taken on the le-

THOMAS KING TELLS 
OF COTTON REDUCTION 


Movement Will Be a 100 
Per Cent One, Says 
Memphis Man. 


Cotton acreage throughout’ the 
south is going to be reduced from 
331-3 to 50 per cent this year, a¢- 
cording to a statement yesterday 
by Thomas B. King, of Mempliis, 
director of the Cotton Acreage 
Committee, composed of leading ag- 


riculturists of the south with head- 
quarters in Memphis. 

Director King arrived in Atlanta 
Wednesday morning and was _ in 
conference with L. B. Jackson, di- 
rector of the state market bureau 
throughout the day. He reported 
to Mr. Jackson, who is secretary of 
the Georgia. division, that every- 
where he has visited in the cotton 
belt the consensus of opinion is 
that the movement will be a 100 
per cent one. 

“Texas,’’ Director King observed, 
“will reduce the cotton acreage 50 
per cent this year. This spirit per- 
vades the entire belt. In every 
county in the south the movement 
is gaining headway and the cam- 
paign which has already been be- 
gun in Georgia should swing this 
state into line through the county 
meetings which will be held 
throughout the state today.” 

The overproduction of cotton, 
which the mills of the world can- 
not consume at present, Director 
King continued, is merely another 
instance of why it is essent:al ‘to 
every cotton producer to redpice his 
acreage and increase the amount of 
food and feedstuffs. Organized ef- 
forts tn the past along this line, 
he stated emphatically, nave been 
successful in every instance, reduc- 
ing the acreage from 61-2 to 143-4 
per cent. This hag been followed 
by higher prices for the product, he 
sald. and in turn has caused an 
overproduction the year following. 
The percentage thigs year, accord- 
ing to the director, will be close to 
£0 per cent. 

“The Memphis Plan” of acreage 
reduction is different from any 
other plan ever tried before in that 
the farmers are urged to limit cot- 
ton to one-third of the cultivated 
land. It was adopted at a meeting 
of farmers and farm organizations 
several months go in Memphis just 
after the slump in prices.

According to The Constitution, The Ru- 
ralist is referring to the Farmers’ union 
for The Constitution gays, 
union is the only farm organization in this 
part of the country that is nationally 
recognized as an organized force.’’ 

“I am glad that The Constitution sees that 
the Farmers’ union is ‘recognized’ and that 
there is at least some difference of opinion 
in newspaper circles, It is the rightful 
privilege of The Soutaern Ruralist to cham- 
pion and ‘further’ champion any organiza- 
tion and its interests The Ruralist may de- 
sire. It is as equally unjust, though, for 
The Ruralist to criticise the Farmers’ union, 
either directly or by inference, that ‘has in 
spite of its own mistakes and enemies lived 
ani contributed largely to agricultural prog- 
ress, both in the south and in the nation, 
and that has stood for the rights of the 
actual producers and their best interests, 
openly and unqualifiedly. 


Activities of Union. 


In this connection, if might be well to re- 
rind fhe Ruralist of some of the activities 
of the Farmers’ union of this state: 

1. The Farmers’ un:on established the cot- 
ton Warehouse that was first to file an 
application to become a bonded ware- 
house in Georgia. 

. The Farmers’ union organized the Co- 
operative association that built the first 
grain elevator to be operated on the 
co-operative plan in Georgia. 

. The Farmers’ union prepared the bill 
as passed for a co-operative law in 
Georgia that legalizes truly co-opera- 
tive institutions and provides for their 
incorporation, 

. When the Farmers’ union provided for 
a legislative committee four years ago, 

_ the common schools; that is, the rural 
schools, were receiving less than three 
million dollars annually from the state. 
This year they will receive more than 
four million, and next year 50 per cent 
of all taxes rai in Georgia will go 
for their support. All of this done in 
so short a time, comparatively speaking, 
was done with the active support and 
help of the Farmers’ unfon, voicing the 
wishes of its members and working fcr 
the needs of the rural children in this 
state who’have lived all these years 
without adequate educational facilities 
and opportunities. 

. The Farmers’ union did co-operative 
business in Georgia last year that is not 
to be expressed in thousands but hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

. As all know the Farmers’ union was a 
strong force behind the bill that estab- 
lished the district agricultural schools 
in Georgia. 

Co-operative Business, 

The Georgia Farmers’ union is a part 
of the National Farmers’ union and the 
National Farmers’ union is a member of the 


National Roard of Farm Organizations, with 
headquarters in Washington. ‘The Nationai 
Furmers’ union last year did more co- 
operative business, buying and selling, one 
or both, according to auditor’s reports, thun 
any other producers’ organization on the 
face of the globe. 

A committee from the National Board 
of Farm Organizations framed the bill 
known as The Capper-Hersman Dill, making 
clear the right of farmers to organize and 
biy amd gell collectively as organizations. 
This bill has been passed by the present 
congress. Much has been said as to the 
repeal of the daylight savings law. We 
wish to refer The Ruralist to The Con- 
gressional Record, which shows that the con- 
gressmen from Farmers’ union territory are 
the ones who furnished most of the votes to 
repeal this law. « 

The National Board of Farm Organiza- 
tions, of which the Farmbrs’ union ig the 
largest member, carried for the first time 
im the history of our agriculture a state- 
ment of the needs.and demands of the farm- 
ers of the nation to both the repubiican and 
democratic jonventiong in Chicago and San 
Francisco respectively. 

Capper’s Comment. 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, made the fol- 
lowing comment on the statement which ap- 
peared in The Chicago Herald-Examiner 
under date of June 10 last: 


‘It was a sane, clear, but businesslike 
statement that the farmers presented to 
the committee on resolutions, and it was 
very apparent that the members were 
impressed.’’ 

_A Georgian, a member of the Georgia 
Farmers’ union, ig president of the National 
barmers’ union. A southerner, Mr. A. C 
Davis, of Arkansas, is secrétary-treasurer 
of the National Farmers’ union. Not oniy 
is Mr. C. S. Barrett, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ union, but he is cuairman of 
the National Board of Farm Organizations, 
which among others includes the powerful 
Pennsylvania grenge, the National Dairy 
union, the Equity union, all being com- 
posed of bona-tide farm organizations. 

It certainly is unnecessary to call the at- 
tention of The Ruralist to what the Farn- 
ers’ union had to do with passing the par- 
ceils post bill and the farm loan legislation. 
It would be well for The Ruralist to bear 
in mind also that three southern members 
of the Farmers’ union as a committee drew 
a bill creating the federal bureau of mar- 
kets that has been doing much co-operative 
organization with farmers and that, at pres- 
ent, is doing so much in the south thruuzh 
the bonded warehouse system in grading cot- 
ton and establishing bonded warehouses. 

sequent to the establishment of the 
federaj ‘au of markets more than twen- 
ty-five states have established state bu- 
reaus of markets. Three members of the 
Georgia Farmers’ union wrote the bill ere- 
ating the market bureau in this state. The 
demand for a market burean was made first 
by the Georgia Farmers’ union. The Rura- 
list might confer’ with a few or all of tie 
twenty-five thousand readers of The Weekly 
Market Bulletin of the state market bureau 
regarding the service be rendered oy the 
state bureau. Under the leadership of this

thirty-six bonded warehouses. 

It is im ble to give in a brief state- 
ment all the accomplishments of the Farm- 
ers’ union, which has been organized for 
well nigh twenty years. It has lived on its 
echievements and will continue to do so fr 
cs work is now beyond the e tal 
stage.

Advocates Enforcing Law, 
But Says That Prohibi- 
tion Is Unpopular. 


Although advocating a vigorous 
enforcement of the prohibition law. 
since it is written in the statutes. 
Judge William B. Sheppard, of the 
United States district court at Pen- 
sacola, Fla., now presiding for 
Judge Sibley in the emergency ses- 
Sion of federal court in Atlanta, 
expressed himself 
being favorable to the genera) dis- 
pensation of beers and light wines. 

Judge Sheppard, who is one of the 
best known federal jurists in the 
south, declared that if light wines 
and beers had been left undisturbed 
by the eighteenth amendment “pub- 
lic sentiment would not have frown- 
ed so generally at the advent of 
prohibition.” 

Giving his opinion- on the law as 
@ private citizen, Judge Sheppard 
jasserted that the prohibition law 
is the most unpopular ever enacted. 

“The amendment,” he said, “was 
adopted under the general beitef 
that war emergencies demanded the 
conservation of grain and other ma- 
terial used in making whiskey. ‘It 
was not generally understood that 
prohibition would be permanent. 

“Congress went to greater ex- 
tremes when it passed the Volstead 
act than public sentiment approved. 
Consequently the law is observed 
more in the breach than in 
performance. »° 
“Prohibition in faet will enly come 
by education in the schools of the 
destructive use of intoxicants. The 
law would be more respected if its 
provisions were less drastic. No 
harm could have come from the do- 
mestic use of light wines and heer 
with limited alcoholic extent. There 
could be reasonable regulations of 
moderate domestic use of whiskey 
which, had they been provided, 
would have saved the enforcement 
of the law such universal revolt.’

Washington, February 9.—The 
election of Warren G. Harding as 
president and of Calvin Coolidge as 
vice president of the United States 
was formally declared today at a 
joint session of the senate and 
house, in the chamber of the latter. 

With dull solemnity and without 
a ripple of demonstration such as 
marked the “elections” of President 
Wilson, the two bodies canvassed 
the votes cast by the electors 
chosen at the elections last Novem- 
ber 2. The formal] vote as declared 
tallies with the informal results 
known to the public on the day 
after the election, with 404 votes 
for Mr. Harding and Mr. Coolidge 
to 127 for James M. Cox and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the demo- 
cratic standard bearers. 

Vice President Marshall presided 
over today’s canvass and gave an 
effectual warning against any dem- 
onstration for an occasion which, 
Mr. Marshall said, “was solemn and 
important,” and should be carried 
through in silence. Unlike any pre- 
vious occasions, the vice president’s 
warning was heeded, except for a 
titter over slip-ups of the tellers in 
pronouncing names of states in an- 
nouncement of the results. 

By a coincidence, Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, republican floor 
leader, who acted as a teller, an- 
nounced the first votes, from Ala- 
bama, for Messrs. Cox and Roose- 
velt, while Senator Underwood, of 
Alabama, democratic teller, an- 
nounced the first returns for 
Messrs. Harding and Coolidge, from 
Arizona, in the alphabetical can- 
vass of the electors’ votes.

Premier, Defining Irish 

- Problem, Says England 
Won’t Have Alien Na- 
tion at Gates. 


London, February 9.—(By Asso- 


_ clated Press)—“We are engaged in 
'a@ terrible task,” said Premier Lloyd 


George in a speech Tuesday to the 
Welsh national liberal council, in 
which in impassioned words he 
defended the coalition government 
and pleaded ardently for a contin- 
uation of political adnity. “It is 
something more important than de- 
fending myself and my administra- 
tion.” 

He asked whether anyone could 
Say that the need for unity had 
passed, and exclaimed: “I wish to 
God everybody could, because it 
worries me; it fills me sometimes 
with dread, 

“If someone could tell me that 
the danger is past, someone with 
authority, someone with vision, 
someone whose word wecould take, 
I should be so glad that I would 
sign my resignation tomorrow.” 

Sees Reeling World. 

A world reeling under the most 
terrible blow ever dealt was the 
way he described the situation to- 
day; gigantic events were in the 
making qd old factional fights 
among the various parties should 
not be resurrected until the peril 
was over. 

The premier’s speech was in 
answer to recent attacks ,agaipst 
the coalition and the breaking. away 
et some of the important coalition- 
ists, who have decided that. tlre 
time has come to stand for their 
own parties.

Miss. Mary E. McDowell, of Chi-! 
cago, Who is said to have done 
more for the improvement of sani- 
tary conditions in that and other 
cities throughout the United States 
than anyone else, and who is in 
Atlanta under the auspices of the 
National League of Women Voters, 
after making a tour of inspection 
through the crematory, . accompa- 
nied by a committee from the city 
hall, declared the machinery of the 
plant to be good, but worn, offer- 
ing several suggestions. 

“A more regular wagon service 
is much needed to effect quicker 
hauls,” she said, “which will elim- 
inate long standing garbage.” As 
the best remedy for this, she con- 
tinued “Undoubtedly, this condition 
would best be improved by the use 
of automobiles instead of wagons. 

Forget Economy 

Miss McDowell, who has traveled 
Europe for the special purpose of 
sanitary investigation, declared that 
the American idea of sanitation Is 
conducted almost entirely from an 
economic point of view; as a rem- 
edy for this she suggested: “The 


sanitary department should be con- 
ducted with sanitation as the main 
purpose, and only a second consid- 
eration should be given to econo- 
my” In this connection, she stated, 
there was an apparent’ insuf- 


ficiency of funds, and recommends 
that the present bond issue, up for 


consideration, he passed. 

She recommended the _ appoint- 
ment of a commission similar to 
that of Chicago in which two wom- 
en are members. Explaining the 
main purpose of such a commission 
she said: “Woman’s main work 
being housekeeping, there igs no 
reason why she should not 
convert‘ this into municipal house- 
keeping,” and suggests that this 
combined with man’s help from 
the business side would be more 
conducive to improved = sanitary 
conditions. Following the business 
side of the plan, she mentioned the 
European system of converting 
clinkers into concrete, and utilizing 
refuse for fertilizers, also, the pow- 
er from steam generated in the 
process. 


Working 26 Years. 


Miss McDowell first entered her 
work in behalf of sanitation twenty- 
six years ago when she was brought 
into contact with the § insanitary 
condition of the Chicago stock 
yards at the time when the death 
rate for babies was very high. Since 
then she has devoted her time al- 
most entirely to that service. 
Through her work Chicago is re- 
puted to be ° the model city in 
America from a sanitary point of 
view. “However, the work has just 
begun,” she said. 

When asked how she found her 
visit to the crematory here, Miss 
McDowell said: “Less offensive 
than other cities I have seen, but 
hardly as pleasant as an afternoon 
tea.” 


Judge Sibley Dismisses 
Litigation Instituted 
Against Cotton Men 


The litigation instituted In the 
United States district court in 1920 
against the principal cotton mer- 
chants of Atlanta, charged with 
practicing alleged unethical meth- 
ods which were in violation of the 
herman anti-trust law, has been 
dismissed by an order signed by 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley. 

The proceedings were instituted 
by J. J. Brown, state commissioner 
of agriculture, and L. B. Jackson, 
director of the state bureau of mar- 
kets. Howard & Taylor company, 
George H. Mor etecn & Bro. and 
several other well-known Atlanta 
cotton firms, were named defend- 
ants. 

The state officrafs charged in a 
petition for an injunction that the 
Atlanta cotton merchants through 
concerted action had sought to con- 
trol the price of certain poor grades 
of cotton, and prayed for the court 
to enjoin the merchants from buy- 
ing cotton at the low prices estab- 
lished by the alleged combination.

Camouflage Used 
To Conceal Still 


In Troup County 


With the entrance cleverly con- 
cealed by camouflage methods, a 
subterranean distillery, with a ca- 
pacity of 200 gallons, under a hill- 
side pine thicket in Troup county, 
was discovered by a party of fed- 
eral officers about 15 miles west of 
LaGrange. J. L. Anderson, a prom- 
inent planter, whose home was 
within 300 yards of the plant, and 
Alfred Grady, a negro farm hand, 
were arrested as the operators, and 
arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner James E. Brown at New- 
ran. 

‘News of the eeneovery and the 
subsequent arrests was brought to 
Atlanta Wednesday morning by 
Federal Prohibition Agent Walter 
Emory, who, with Agent S. J. Cau- 
sey and Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Sam A. Smith, made the raid. 
The still and a quantity of material 
were destroyed by the officers, it 
was stated. 

According to Agent Emory, the 
location of the still was disclosed 
by a tiny curl of smoke which arose 
from a brushpile on the pine hill 
near Anderson’s home. 

The officers began to search the 
vicinity, and discovered an opening 
into the hillside about three feet 
square,: with an improvised door 
standing open. The door was pre- 
pared so as to appear as natural 
earth, covered with pine straw. 

“Comé out of there,” shouted 
Agent Causey, as he heard someone 
moving about in the cavity, where- 
upon Grady, the negro, came tum- 
bling out. “Yes, boss,” he said, “I's 
coming,” . 

After taking the negro into cus- 
tody, the officers entered the big 
artificial cave, and a search reveal- 
ed the still, a Jarge quantity of beer 
in the process of fermentation, and 
a quantity of material, including 
sugar, corn meal and malt. 

Anderson was then arrested. 


EGG PRICES TAKE 
DROP IN MARKETS 
HERE WEDNESDAY 


In conformity with recent notice- 
able drops in other kinds of produce, 
the price of eggs in Atlanta took a 
descent Wednesday to the lowest 
wholesale figures-in several years. 
The drop in eggs was accredited by 
produce’ men to mild weather, a 
break in eastern markets and heavy 
receipts. Retailers were selling eggs 
for 45 to 60 cents per dozen. 

Fresh country eggs were quoted 
on Produce row at from 40 to 45 
cents, the prices prevalent in the 
various wagon yards of the city 
were 82 and 35 cents. The drop 
represented a decline of about 10 
cents per dozen this week. Reports 
from Chicago were that eggs there 
had dropped to $1 1-2 cents, the 
lowest price in that city since 1913.
